Correspondent Draws Lesson from 
Recent Building Activities > 


To the. Editor. 
Dear Sir:— 


Knowing that your excel- 
lent paper is ever alert to recognize 
improvement and always the cham- 
pion of progress, I do not: hesitate 
to submit this feeble attempt to 
proffer to those who most deserve 
it, 'as a tribute to their enterprise and 
public-spiritedness, this token of ap- 
preciation, as from one who is most 
heartily interested in the commercial 
welfare of the town. How ofter, 
dear sir, must your heart have been 
accelerated with pride, as has mine, 
when visiting friends have spoken of 
Andover’s attractiveness, which is al- 
ways so apparent to. strangers, if 
sometimes overlooked by. us_ resi- 
dents who are naturally rendered 
blind to its beauties because of the 
contempt which is the offspring of 
familiarity. 

Since the time of my coming to 
Andover to reside about ten years 
ago, there has been almost a steady 
tendency to improve the appearance 
and accommodation of the central 
part of the town, so that now it is in 
many respects as good-looking and 
convenient as any between here and 
Boston. From the first step in this 
direction that I can think of, the al- 
teration of the sidewalk on the east 
side of Main street southward from 
Chestnut street, all through the dec- 
ade, the advance to betterment has 
been steady. 

The erection of the Andover Press 
building and the Arco building, with 
the establishment of a fine sidewalk 
also there; the widening of the walk 
in the square where most needed, 
and the wide walk passing the town 
house, notwithstanding some of. its 
objectionable points, all speak plain- 
ly for their promoters and call loudly 
for tribute from those who aré sen- 
sible of their gain, wrought by others 
who are in a measure rewarded by 
the sense of satisfaction they must 
have in the review of their work. 
The lately added improvement, the 
Barnard Block, is so well designed 
and constructed as to call for nothing 
less than the highest praise for those 
who conceived and executed the idea 
of replacing with this handsome edi- 


fice the unattractive although his- 
toric buildings formerly occupying 
its site. 


And while speaking of the new 
building and its owners, | wish to 
say a word for its tenants, the busi- 
ness concerns which not from pure 
selfishness alone have displayed both 
acumen and enterprise in securing 
the fine stores in this altogether fine 
construction. First mention should 
be made of the beginners who are 
starting out with the hope of making 
good and who are likely to do so 
as they deserve, because the start is 
fair, to judge from appearances, 

‘hen for the new-comers who até 
attracted to our town as a good place 
to do business, after a careful study 
of the place and people, a compliment 
that deserves a tangible acknowledg- 
ment from us, : 

And lastly, of those who have done 
well in other locations here, and have 
made the change mostly from con- 
sideration for the public, believing 
it due their patrons to relocate where 
it will be more convenient for them. 
This laudable motive deserves our 
highest appreciation. 

Andover ought to have a greater 
interest than it does in the things that 
pertain to trade. This side of the 
town’s activity is as often forgotten 
as its beauties are sometimes over- 
looked. Its people are absolutely 
healthy in all their conceptions, but 
for one thing, that they very often 
show the lack of that quality which 
makes for the commercial health of 
all towns and cities, that is the chief 
support of all prosperous places, the 
mainstay -of educational institutions, 
religious and fraternal organizations, 
the moral force that preserves the 
integrity of armies in the field, and 
which is known as esprit de corps. 
Good, clean and otherwise respect- 
able business should be encouraged, 
Sincere desire and honest endeavor 
to serve the people well, ought to be 
rewarded. 

All things being considered—all 
things—we might find, and some of 
us have discovered that by patroniz- 
ing our own merchants and trades- 
people we not only make them some 
return for their efforts to supply 
our needs when we are caught short 
and have not time to carry our wants. 
more leisurely to Boston and_other 
large places, but are dollars in pocket 
into the bargain. Do not let us re- 
main under the impression that noth- 
ing good can come out of—Andover. 
I am sure that the dealers here who 
deserve your consideration would not 
and do not complain when one goes 
elsewhere to buy in order to do bet- 
ter. They also buy their supplies 
where they can do so to the best ad- 
vantage. But they have a right to 
complain, if they do, that we do not 
sufficiently give them the chance of 
competition.

PROCEEDINGS 


Liabilities of Carnegie Trust 
Otlicials Reach Millions 


NP) NIMENT OF A RECEIVER 


Action of Creditors Means Beginning 
of Federal Inquiry into Doings of 
Cummins, Moore and Condon, In 
Which Interesting Banking History 
May Be Disclosed—How Cummins 
Talked Money From Bankers 


New York, April 13.—Petitions in 
bankruptcy were filed here against 
three Carnegie Trust eompany offi- 
cers, as follows: 

William J, Cummins, now under in- 
dictment; liabilities $5,000,000, as- 
sets $400,000. Charles A. Moore, lia- 
bilities $2,000,000, assets of $100,- 
000. Martin J. Condon, liabilities 
$6,500,000, assets $500,000. 

Payson Merrill was named receiver 
for all three under bonds of $100,000. 
Merrill said he knew absolutely noth- 
ing of the nature or the intent of the 
proceedings beyond the fact that he 
had been appointed receiver. 

But three petitioning creditors are 
named, which is all the law requires, 
but their lawyers said that many more 
are associated with them. The credit- 
ors who appear are: Hermann C. 
Brewster, Herbert Hatfield and James 
8S. Watson. They allege against 
Cummins in their petition that pref- 
erential payments have. been made 
since he became insolvent and that 
there has been transfer and conceal- 
ment of considerable property with in- 
tent to hinder, delay and defraud 
creditors. 

The lawyers for the creditors are 
Samuel J. Koenig and Parsons, Clos- 
son & Mcllvaine. Koenig said that 
the actions were not brought against 
the respondents as directors in the 
Carnegie Trust company, but as in- 
dividuals. “Because all three of the 
respondents were connected with the 
Carnegie Trust company, whose con- 
dition we all know, it was decided to 
put them into bankruptcy to show 
what their exact assets are and to 
protect all creditors.” 

Cummins is in Nashville, his home. 
Condon said at his offices that he 
would make no statement. Moore is 
understood to be in Italy, where his 
father is so seriously ill that he has 
not been informed of the complica- 


‘tions in which his son has been en- 


tangled since the failure of the Car- 
negie Trust company. 

The Carnegie Trust company, long 
on the edge of failure, was thrust over 
the precipice by the failure and in- 
dictment of Joseph G. Robin, presi- 
dent of the Washington Savings bank, 
and an officer closely connected with 
the Northern bank of New York. : 

Wall street bankers were greatly ‘in- 
terested by the news that bankruptcy 
proceedings had been resorted to by 
those to whom members of the Cum- 
mings syndicate were heavily indebt- 
ed. This action was taker to mean 
that the United States courts would 
now conduct an inquiry on their own 
account, and that the whole story of 
the Carnegie Trust failure would be 
told to the tribunal before whom the 
Morse, Heinze and other celebrated 
banking cases were tried. These dis- 
closures will involve an extremely in- 
teresting bit of banking history, for 
the ease with which Cummins and 
his friends “got into” many of the 
large downtown banks has excited 
comment for weeks past. 

The fact that Cummins succeeded 
so well was largely due to the fact that 
he came to New York with letters from 
judges, bankers and business men of 
the south, who vouched for his in- 
tegrity, shrewdness and _ business 
judgment. 

“Cummins could talk money out of 
your pocket so pleasantly that you 
would delight to give it to him,” said 
a banker. “Always a plausible speak- 
er, he had his propositions worked 
out so beautifully in black and white 
that he had no trouble in getting a 
loan, especially when he offered to 
procure the indorsement of some sup- 
posedly wealthy man. He was the 
sort of an‘optimist that made every- 
one feel optimistic. Such tactics are 
old in Wall street and they have been 
often tried before, but to Cummins 
and his associates belong the credit 
for having put through financing of a 
kind that is usually hard to get the 
banks to take up.” 


LOSING IN POPULATION

mated population Dec. 31, 1909, was 

4,376,534, and on the same date of 

1910 it was 4,371,144. The number of

$2,457. 

Ireland is the only one of the three 
branches of the United Kingdom that 
is expected to show a diminishing 
population in the census now being 
taken.

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Wise and Courageous Action 


The most important action taken 
in the Massachusetts Legislature dur- 
ing the past week was the approval 
by the House on Tuesday of certain 
athendments to the Boston Charter, 
Two phases of this action seem to 
be very disturbing to all the different 
“highbrows” of the Commonwealth. 

The first is because the legislature 
should presume to make any shift 
whatever in the form of government 
for Boston, which certain people 
have come to believe as sacred. 

No more monstrous imposition was 
ever put upon a people than the ex- 
isting charter of Boston as it was 
framed by the Massachusetts legis- 
lature and submitted to them through 
a bogus referendum. It is doubtful 
if there is a single well-informed 
citizen of Boston who would not 
agree that had the people been given 
an opportunity when the recent char- 
ter was framed, they never would 
have approved the small Council 
that was of necessity made a part of 
the new government because of the 
manner in which the referendum was 
provided. If representative govern- 
ment means anything, it is just as 
vital to the interests of a city like 
Boston with its large territory,, its 
many distinct and important sections 
as denoted by ward bounds, its pecu- 
liar voting tendencies by which, un- 
less there is a representative govern- 
ment, it is quite possible and indeed 
quite probable that most of the re- 
presentatives in the city government 
will come from a select two or three 
sections of the city. The legislature 
has done wisely in making this an 
issue for the people themselves to 
pass upon, in a fair and square refer- 
endum, 

The other phase seems to be asso- 
ciated with the fact that in th@ pas- 
sage of this act in the present ‘tegis- 
lature, the leadership of= Martin M. 
Lomasney has been once more estab- 
lished. There are undoubtedly many 
men in public life in this country 
whose ideals are on a little higher 
plane, and whose characteristics ap- 
peal somewhat stronger to men who 


‘follow a straight code of business 


and political ethics. Mr. Lomasney’s 
point of view is different from that of 
many men in Massachusetts, but thus 
far he has a record of efficient, pro- 
gressive, and wise legislative work 
that gives him a considerable right 
to take the place as a leader in the 
Massachusetts legislature which he 
undoubtedly has, and which so many 
people seem to begrudge him. Until 
he leads the legislature in ways much 
more questionable than those in 
which it has followed him thus far, 
it would be well for the people who. 
criticize his leadership to learn & 
little more about him, and join a vast 
number of people in this Common- 
wealth who know him, They credit 
him with marked ability, with a keen 
knowledge of municipal and state 
government, and with a purpose to 
secure good government that is much 
more persistent and consistent than 
that manifested by many seven day 
reformers.

Distribution of Dove Estate 


By a_ decision of the supreme 
court a final disposition isto be made 
by the trustees of the John Dove 
estate.

It 
was to be held in that form until the 
death of the last surviving daughter 
and then divided. 

Mrs. Laura Dove Duncan, the last 
surviving daughter, died in August 
last year, and the court was asked 
to decide whether. by a true con- 
struction of the words of the will 
creating this trust, the fund was to 
be distributed to and among those 
persons entitled thereto in toro, as 
the heirs of John Dove, including 
persons who had succeeded to the 
rights of the deceased, heirs, or to 
and among those persons who would 
have been the heirs of John Dove if 
he had died in 1910 instead of 1876. 
The court decided the first proposi- 
tion to be the correct one.

Wise and Courageous Action 


The most important action taken 
in the Massachusetts Legislature dur- 
ing the past week was the approval 
by the House on Tuesday of certain 
athendments to the Boston Charter. 
Two phases of this action seem to 
be very disturbing to all the different 
“highbrows” of the Commonwealth. 

The first is because the legislature 
should presume to make any shift 
whatever in the form of government 
for Boston, which certain people 
have come to believe as sacred. 

No more monstrous imposition was 
ever put upon a people than the ex- 
isting charter of Boston as it was 
framed by the Massachusetts legis- 
lature and submitted to them through 
a bogus referendum, It is doubtful 
if there is a single well-informed 
citizen of Boston who would not 
agree that had the people been given 
an opportunity when the recent char- 
ter was framed, they never would 
have approved the small Council 
that was of necessity made a part of 
the new government because of the 
manner in which the referendum was 
provided. If representative govern- 
ment means anything, it is just as 
vital to the interests of a city like 
Boston with its large territory, its 
many distinct and important sections 
as denoted by ward bounds, its pecu- 
liar voting tendencies by which, un- 
less there is a representative govern- 
ment, it is quite possible and indeed 
quite probable that most of the re- 
presentatives in the city government 
will come from a select two or three 
sections of the city. The legislature 
has done wisely in making this an 
issue for the people themselves to 
pass upon, in a fair and square refer- 
endum, 

The other phase seems to be asso- 
ciated with the fact that in the pas- 
sage of this act in the present legis- 
lature, the leadership of Martin M. 
Lomasney has been once more estab- 
lished, There are undoubtedly many 
men in public life in this country 
whose ideals are on a little higher 
plane, and whose characteristics ap- 
peal somewhat stronger to men who 
follow a straight code of business 
and political ethics. Mr. Lomasney’s 
point of view is different from that of 
many men in Massachusetts, but thus 
far he has a record of efficient, pro- 
gressive, and wise legislative work 
that gives him a considerable right 
to take the place as a leader in the 
Massachusetts legislature which he 
undoubtedly has, and which so many 
people seem to begrudge him. Until 
he leads the legislature in ways much 
more questionable than those in 
which it has followed him thus far, 


criticize his leadership to learn & 
little more about him, and join a vast 
number of people in this Common- 
wealth who know him. They credit 
him with marked ability, with a keen 
knowledge of municipal and. state 
government, and with a purpose to 
secure good government that is much 
more persistent and consistent than 
that manifested by many seven day 
reformers. 


_They Should Wear Number Plates 


There is a serious lack in the de- 
partment of Automobile Registra- 
tion. The lack is in the shape of 
brass plates with which every offi- 
cial in his officiousness might ofh- 
cially present the official attitude so 
necessary to show to the people who 
await attention, that the officiousness 
of the officials who officiate inside the 
rail, is actually official. 

Have you ever taken out an auto- 
mobile license, or had one renewed? 
If you haven't, you have missed 
something. You have missed the at- 
tention (?) of a number of young 
men who must certainly be protected 
by Civil Service, or they would never 
spend the time they do in personal 
gossip, while twenty or thirty or 
forty, or even fifty people await the 
official attention from the officious 
officials who officiate as registrars of 
the aforesaid automobiles. 

However, if you want attention, 
write—don’t go, even though this is 


the obverse from what is usually ac- | 


cepted as good advice. If, however, 
you do decide to go, lay aside an 
afternoon, and be prepared to listen 
to the discussion of all the personal 
problems that are involved in the dif- 
ferent families of all the officials be- 
hind the rail, while you warm your 
toes on the outside, awaiting your 
opportunity to humbly beg for the 
privilege of depositing a ten dollar 
bill, and an extra fifty cents so that 
you may roll the roads of Massa- 
chusetts during the coming season. 
Our suggestion of number plates is 
along the same line that compels 
such badges for automobiles, but not 
for the same reason. None of these 
men would ever be arrested for over- 
speeding; the charge in every case 
would be for obstructing the high- 
way of efficient public service, Havy- 
ing waited from half to three 
quarters of an hour for a little atten- 
tion the other day, the writer has 
written. Take our advice—write first.

While those who attended from the 
suburban towns will welcome every 
opportunity to contribute in every 
way possible to the development of 
the chief centre of this important sec- 
tion, we are inclined to think that 
the Judge, nor his son, nor his son’s 
son will ever see a union into one 
municipality of Lawrence and its im- 
mediate neighbors, 

Congressman Weeks was as usual 
entertaining and enlightening. His 
hurried address, made altogether too 
briet by the long-winded introduc- 
tion of the after dinner exercises, 
gave an insight into the proposed 
new banking law that was most wel- 
come to the banking men and busi- 
ness men in attendance.

Not 
only the drivers should know what 
this plan is, but the public at large 
may well be informed as to just 
what is expected of these horses, and 
just what they may expect of them 
when the emergency call comes, that 
demands their attendance at the fire 
headquarters. :

Let us not 
wait until the watering cart has been 
up and down for a month or more in 
a vain endeavor to keep down the 
dust, but why not have a thorough, 
good job done at once, while the 
streets are clean from winter’s refuse, 
and before the rush of dusty traffic 
has gotten under way. It is certainly 
to be hoped that a better plan will 
be followed than that of last year, al- 
though we are going to continue in 
our position of believing that even 
that was better than the vain attempt 
to keep the dust down with the 
watering cart such as has been made 
for many years past. Some places 
have-satisfactory dust-laying and An- 
dover can well afford to imitate. 


Who said government seeds were 
no good: Here comes Mr. B. F. 
Holt with a statement of his experi- 
ences with the latest package he has 
received from the local Congressman.

Distribution of Dove Estate 


By a decision ‘of the supreme 
court a final disposition is to be made 
by the trustees of the John Dove 
estate. 

The estate, amounting to about 
$700,000, was left in trust by the late 
John Dove at his death in 1876. It 
was to be held in that form until the 
death of the last surviving daughter 
and then divided. 

Mrs. Laura Dove Duncan, the last 
surviving daughter, died in August 
last year, and the court was asked 
to decide whether, by a true con- 
struction of the words of the will 
creating this trust, the fund was to 
be distributed to’ and among those 
persons €ntitled thereto in to10, as 
the heirs of John Dove, including 
persons who had succeeded to the 
rights of the deceased, heirs, or to 
and among those persons who would 
have been the heirs of John Dove if 
he had died in 1910 instead of 1876. 
The court decided the first proposi- 
tion to be the correct one.
